I went to a computer flea market this morning and picked up a surplus 
board with a 50.000 Mhz 4 lead metal encapsulated module oscillator. 
I read in a previous qrp quarterly that there is activity on the 
lower part of the ten meter band on the osc freq.The basic hookup of these 
oscillators is really quite simple. I wonder if there is similar 
activity around 50.000 Mhz. Hopefully it will oscillate a little 
higher in freq so as I would be legal. If nothing else it will serve 
as a useful freq marker and sig generator for alignement of filters 
converters or whatever. I also have one for 56.000 Mhz and one in the 
20 meter phone band. The 56.000 mhz one might be useful with a DBM 
and a6 to 6.5 Mhz vfo.If anone is interested in the schematic I can 
pass it along. I will be hooking up these oscillators this weekend 
and playing around with measuring their output levels and seeing how 
far down the second harmonic is etc. I don't know the exact freq in 
the 10 meter band but its around 28.330. These types of oscillators 
are listed in many electronic catalogues including digikey. It might 
be interesting to hook one of these up as a very low powered remote 
beacon/remote transmitter. My brother in law has a good site on his

Hello all, 


This is my first post into qrp-l since I just subscribed a couple weeks 
ago thanks to Bob Edwards, W4ED. Bob, now that I have a new computer and 
windows 95 I can finally do these things. Also, have QRP-L #875, don't 
know what to use it for but if I ever need it, now I have it. 


I am always interested in antennas so I am keeping up with the discussion 
here on qrp-l. Also considering 

the purchase a DSP filter but don't know which one-- good discussion 
going here too, I will stay tuned.

This is the way I got interested in Ham radio myself, with a Hallicafters eons 
ago. 


I still am an active SWLer, and have a "significant" collection of receivers. 
My totally biased opinion ist that in order to receive CW/SSB, you need to 
reach a price threshold of over $200 for a portable. While some of the 
cheaper portables offer CW, their VFO is not stable enough, nor is tuning fine 
enough to be useful. 


The lowest price radio that works half decently in my opinion, is the new 
Sangean ATS 909 which sells for $260 from mailorder houses. It is a dual 
conversion receiver with a "real" USB/LSB switch, RF gain control, two IF 
filters, and 306 memories. Don't buy the new RS SWL receiver. Reviews show it 
to be a dog. The Grundig YB400 receives CW, but the VFO does drift a bit. 


For those that are interested in the next step, I would suggest a LOWE HF150 
for around $520 I use an OHR SCAF with this radio for a solid portable 


package. 


Now if you need REAL CW bandwidth filtering, you need to spend more. At 
$1000+, you have the Drake R8 with good filters, and for about $1150, the new 
AOR 7040, which is fairly well conceeded to be the hottest receiver money can 
buy, short of a Watkins Johnson "CIA-designed" radio at $4000. To make the 
7040 shine on CW, you still need to add a narrow bandwidth IF filter. I comes 
with 4, and hold 7 filters, including Collins Mechanicals. (I wish I owned 
one...) 


Thats the SWL receiver market in a nutshell. No Yae-IC-woods mentioned. They 
generally aren't accepted in the SWL community because their engineers 
apparently don't have a clue how to make AM sound good. (Or they have 
Dilbert's boss).

A recent edition of "The ARRL Letter" announced that W1AW (the 
ARRL station) is going to terminate code practice and bulletins 
during the mornings, except on Thursday and Friday. This is to 
be effective on January 1, 1997. The announcement is included 
below. 


I believe that it would be a mistake to end these transmissions. 
They are a great help in learning the code, and in getting the 
code speed up. If we are to bring new people into the Morse code 
portion of amateur radio, we need these transmissions. W1AW 
should be increasing its transmissions rather than decreasing 
them. It is to be hoped that this is not an early indication of 
the attitude that the ARRL will take into the future conferences 
which will determine whether Morse code should continue to be a 
requirement for a license. 


I have written to my ARRL Division Director requesting that the 
code transmissions be continued on all mornings. If those who 
share this opinion also write to their Division Director, perhaps 
we can get this decision reversed. You can find the electronic 
mail address and postal address of your Division Director on page 
10 of any issue of QST magazine.

I've only made corner reflectors for 1.2GHz. In that band the dimensions 
make it possible to use thin aluminum sheet which can be scored and bent or 
reinforced with right-angle stock. 


There are formulae for corner reflectors in ARRL Antenna Book or other pubs 
someone on the List might help you with. 


Typically, a C/R will be bent at 90 degrees. It will be 2-3 wavelengths tall 
and each side will be 2-3 wavelengths wide. The radiator is usually 1/4 
wavelength away from the reflector. C/R antennas begin to get large and 
impractical as you go to lower bands- 440, 223, 145 MHz. 


Commercial corner reflectors for 800 or 900 Mhz usually advertise an 8-10 dbD 
gain, that's gain over dipole, and these also have reflectors of several 
wavelengths. 


Corner reflectors are supposed to have a "cleaner" pattern (fewer nulls) than 
yagi or beam antennas with similar forward gain. 


The ARRL C/R antenna I've built uses a 1/4 wave whip and N-connector, spaced 
about 1/4 wavelength from the rear (corner) of the antenna. The problem I've 
noticed is since the feed is unsymmetrical (a groundplane) there is 
approximately a 20 degree uptilt to the pattern of the antenna. If a dipole 
(symmetrical) feed were easier to build for 1280 Mhz, I would try that. It 
was fun to build at least. 


Reflectors for verticals.. 

I've seen and used commercial VHF and UHF gain verticals which use an offset 
reflector. The reflector is approximately 1/4 wavelength away from the 
antenna and runs the length of the antenna. These add 2-3 DB in the favored 
direction while subtracting a few dB from the rear.

There is no single solution to filtering. It depends somewhat on what you are 
trying to accomplish. 


I use both the Timewave DSP 59+ and the JPS NIR-12. Each has its strengths and 
weaknesses. 


IT use an old Kenwood TS-180S ("ole Kenwood" of fox-hunting fame, hi). I have a 
270 Hz crystal filter by IRC at the front end of the IF, and the original 
Kenwood 500Hz filter at the back end of the IF. For broad search bandwidth, I 
use only the 500 HZ bandwidth. For serious filtering I add in the 270 Hz 
filter. 


Only when this has been done is it worth while to bring in the DSP filtering. 
You need the IF filtering first both to reduce noise being amplified through the 
IF chain, as well as to reject undesired signals. The DSP is an excellent 
support technology to follow IF selectivity. At audio, I have used passive LC 
filters, active filters, SCAF filters and now the DSP filters. I've even worked 
with acoustically tuned loudspeakers in the search for better filtering. 


My only complaint about all the DSP units I've worked with so far, is they seem 
to create a white noise background as a result of the digitization going on. 
I'm looking into an active lowpass filter inside the DSP to knock down this 
background noise. Don't know if it is possible, but don't see why not. 


I like the filters in the DSP 59+ better than the filters of the NIR-12, but the 
NIR-12 has a better over-all noise reduction capability. I'm seriously 
considering a scheme to run them in cascade, with noise reduction by the NIR-12 
and filtering by the DSP 59+. Talk about overkill, hi. 


If you have no cw filtering in your rig now, you will appreciate the 500 Hz 
crystal filter. If the rig has an option for a second cw bandwidth, I recommend 
a narrower filter, by your manufacturer or a third party. Don't get the 250 to 
270 Hz filter instead of the 500 Hz, however. 500 Hz first, then add more if 
possible. If not possible, the DSP approach is your next best move.

Continuing the thread, here's my C.V. :- 


Toward the end of my school years (age 16) I started foooling around 
with electronics. At the time it seemed like a big deal to 

get a bistable multivibrator to work. Under the British school 
system, I could have stayed on a couple of years more, but there 

was nothing going on there that interested me. A local college 

was running 2 year courses in Radio & TV servicing, so that's 

where I went. At the end of all that I looked around for some 
employment. I had been earning my way, by working at weekends 

and through holiday periods, in a butchers shop, but there wasn't 
much need for an electronics qualification there! A local company 
called K.W. Electronics (remember them?) was looking for technicians. 
So that was my introduction to Ham Radio. This was about 1973. 


It seemed like a good idea to get a licence, working for a radio 
company, so in 1974 a few months after taking the Radio Amateur Exam 

I became G8HQX. This was a code-less licence, limiting me to 2m and 
above. In those days we had a couple of crystals and folk tuned the band 
looking for CQ's. When you stopped calling CQ you tuned the band looking 
for replies. Those were the days! 


I left K.W. two years later, just before the bottom dropped out of the 

U.K. ham market. We could have jumped on the 2m bandwagon, at that time 

many were using converted taxi rigs, but K.W. missed the boat through lack 

of imagination and went down the tube a couple of years later to be bought up 


(and then closed down) by Decca. 


Via another small electronics company (I stayed two weeks) I joined the 
General Post Office (now British Telecom) as a linesman and some six 

years later realised that the G4xxx licences were running out. It was 

time to get my finger out and pass the code. For some reason I just didn't 
want to be a GOxxx (which replaced the G4's). With the help of Arthur G4DHX 

a couple of months later I took the 12 W.P.M. test and passed. I wasn't sure 

I would ever use morse again, but just in case, I reserved a load of calls 
that were "right" on the key. G4WIF came up first and that became me. 

(or I became it). If we ever got an "advanced" licence I doubt I would upgrade, 
I just couldn't bear to part with my "other" identity. 


Radio interest then dried up ‘till the mid eighties as new family and studying/ 
taking 

further exams seemed to take presidence. Then I discovered this QRP thing. The 
first 

rig was an 80m Howes D.C. receiver and I was amazed at it's performance. So 

I joined G-QRP and discovered the enthusiasm of this section of the hobby. I 
also discovered the love of morse code, as if there was ever any other decent 
way of communicating over the radio. 


As I gained experience, I discovered that not only could I build stuff that 
works, I could by now, design a bit too, but that wouldn't have happened, but 
for 

the encouragement (another QRP trait) of Dick - GOBPS (to design a kit), and 
George G3RJV and Doug KI6DS, to publish. Thanks gentlemen. 


I suppose the Ham Highlight for me, was a visit to Dayton this year when I met 
many of the folk on this reflector. Now I am looking forward to doing it all 
again at FDIM '97. Can't wait!
